When the new ferry' of the San Fran- 


cisco and Piedmont Railway Company, 
the pier for which is now being construct- 
ed from the foot of Fortieth street, is 
completed, it is ex petted that the time 
of the water passage to San Francisco 
fvill be cut down six minutes. That is 
what the managers of the company say. 
They assert that the passage across the 
bay will he reduced to twelve minutes in- 
etead of the eighteen now required. 


It is claimed that the boats now being 


built for the new ferry will he swifter 
than those now in use. 
The run is also 


considerably shorter, as the slip is nearly 
half a mile further out than the Southern 
Pacific ferry slips. Piles for the new slip 
are being driven at the nierhead line, 
•which is flush with the end of Long 
"tt'harf. 


The boats will be lower and lighter and 


considerably speedier than the Southern 
Pacific boats if the guarantees of the 
builders and the engineers are borne out 
in actual practice. 
The longer rim on 


the pier from the mainland is expected 
to be more than made up by greater ex- 
pedition in handling the electric cars.

man this morning to serve three years 
in the penitentiary nt San Quentin. 


A more pathetic scene has never 


been witnessed in an Alameda county 
court. 
Hillmnn's mother, Mrs. Thom- 


as Buckingham of Grass Valley, and 
his sister were both tearfully awaiting 
the sentence and when it was 
an- 


nounced both gave way to their grief. 
The elder woman shrieked that she 
could not bear her trouble and 
the 


sister sobbed hysterically as they were 
led from the room by ex-Senator John 
R. Tyrrell of Grass Valley. 


On November 6. 1901, three indict- 


ments—two for forgery and one for til- 
ing a forged document—were returned 
against Hillman by the Grand 
Jury. 


He had forged his mother's name to a 
document conveying to him property 
in East Oakland, and had also forged 
the name of Judge Tyrrell on the ac- 
knowledgment of the instrument. 
Sub- 


sequently he filed the spurious deed 
and borrowed 51,000 from H. C. Mor- 
ris of the Central Bank, giving the lat- 
ter a mortgage on the property. This 
morning he pleaded guilty to having 
tiled a forged document and 
Chief 


Deputy District Attorney Samuels ask- 
ed that tlje other two charges be 
dis- 


missed. 
• "At the time 
I 
committed 
this 


crime." said Hillman, !n his own be- 
half, "I was ha.rd pressed in my 
bus- 


iness and was sorely in need of more 
funds. I took the step hardly realiz- 


I 


ing what I had done. 
Since then I 


have deeply regretted the act and 
I 


do reg-ret it now. 
I realize that 
I 


have disgraced myself and my family." 


Judge Tyrrell said he had 
known 


Hillmnn for twenty years, or since he 
was six years old, and that he 
had 


always had a good 
reputation. 
He 


said the young man was not a criminal 
and that he was not bad nt heart. 


Attorney M. C. Chapman also plead- 


ed for leniency, and sairl that 
Hill- 


man would be a better man after he 
had served his sentence. 


"I wish to emphasize Mr. Chapman's 


shall have served the sentence that 
your Honor is about to impose. I shall 
lead an honest and upright life." 


"I feel confident after what I have 


heard," said Judge ilelvin, "that leni- 
ency in this case will not be misplaced. 
I shall not treat you as I would were 
you a hardened criminal." 


The court then sentenced Hillman 


to serve three yearff at San Quentin 
arid Hillman went to his mother and 
sister, who were weeping and tenderly 
kissed them. 
Then they gave way to 


their grief and as the young man was 
handcuffed preparatory to being taken 
back to jail the elder woman exclaim- 
ed: 
"O, my boy! My hoy! 
My only 


son! 
How can I bear 
it?" 


The maximum, penalty for the three 


crimes for which Hiliman is indicted 
Is thirty-three years and he received 
only three, which, with credits, will be 
greatly reduced. 


When indicted Hillman disappeared 


and was captured after almost n. year 
at Whatcomb, Wash. He was former- 
ly the partner of ex-Mayor John L. 
Davie in the real estate business, and 
was a social leader in East Oakland. 
He is twenty-six years old. 


Crazed with grief over the death of 


her father, Miss Blanche Helen Keys 
is confined to a cell ai the Receiving 
Hospital and this afternoon she will 
be taken by Deputy Sheriff Striker to 
the Napa Asylum for the insane. 


Mi.ss Keys fs a handsome woman, 25 


years old, and lived with her family at 
2337 Atherton Street, Berkeley. 


A year ago her father, John B. Keys, 


a broker of San Francisco, died and 
the young woman grieved over his loss 
until her mind became 
unbalanced. 


She was confined for two weeks in the 
Kast Bay Sanitarium, 
but 
escaped 


from that institution recently. 


It was decided to place her in a State 


Hospital In the hope that she might be 
speedily cured. 


"My sister's mind is unhinged, and 


we thought it safer to have her com- 
mitted to an asylum," said Miss Clara 
E. Keys. "She Is not violent now, but 
she may become so at any time. Her 
mania is extreme melancholia and was 
caused by the death of our father, 
which occurred last December. We 
feel that she may be cured soon if prop- 
erly attended to, and while we disliked 
the notoriety, we thought a State Hos- 
pital better than a private institution " 


Besides her sister, the brother, Chas. 


B. Keys, and AViliam Hess testified to 
the conditions of the girl's mind.

sent a telegram advising her of her 
daughter's sat*'plight.

TALKED TO JEWISH 


AN 
INTERESTING LECTURE GIV- 


EN AT THE SYNAGOGUE 


LAST NIGHT, 


The Oakland Connrll of Jewish Women 


listened to a pleasing address last even-" 
ing by Attorney OLto I. Wise of San 
Francisco, who spoke in the vestry rooms 
of the Synagogue at Twelfth and Castro 
streets, on the subject of "Women's Po- 
sition in Modern Jewry," Mr. Wise's re- 
marks were warmly applauded by the la- 
dies of the council when he closed his 
talk. 


The speaker of: the evening was intro- 


duced by Dr. Friedlander, who wittily 
remarked that Mr. Wise was almost a 
full fledged rabbi, as his grandfather was 
a rabbi, as was also his father and his 
brother. 


In opening his remarks Mr, "Wise suid 


that he supposed the ladies had a pretty 
definite idea of the place of women in 
modern Jewry without asking the opinion 
of a man upon the subject. However, he 
said he hoped he could be able to advance 
some thoughts which would be of some 
beneSU to his hearers. 


The speaker objected to the use of the 


term modern Jewry, saying that this was 
in effect ;i confession that the old Juda- 
ism had been abandoned for something1 
new and modern. 
The speaker main- 


tained that Judaism was the same now as 
it had ulways been, but he admitted that 
the women of the faith were now showing 
a tendency to take up functions that the 
Jewish women of the past would not have 
thought of for a moment. He asked his 
hearers 'to consider whether or not they 
were now doing a better work than the 
Jewish women of the past did. 


Mr. Wise contended that the Jewish 


women Wv.rn now doing what the men of 
the faith <:ud Itfty years ago. The wom- 
en, he said, were now going out from the- 
home lo participate in public meetings 
and 
mingle 
together 
in 
organizations 


which the women of the past could not 
have been Induced to join. The speaker 
said that he personally did not think that 
this new function assumed by the women 
of the faith was as beneficial to Judaism 
.is that of tbe past. However, he thought 
that If the home was not neglected the 
women could accomplish something of 
permanent, value by participation in the 
work of councils and such organizations, 
hut he feared that the modern movement 
would be carried too far. 
In closing, the speaker said that, for 


women, they were as well Qualified men- 
tally as the'men to go out and participate 
In public life. 
Tie expected soon to see 


them running for political offices. 
He 
urged 
However, that all Jewish mothers 


see that tlfPlr children do not grow up 
without a knowledge of the traditions and 
history of their forefathers. He made an- 
other pica for the preservation of the 
sanctity of the home, sitylnff he would 
rather see 20G.OOG councils shattered than 
one Jewish home broken up.
